Sanitary reports from Bio. 

Bio de Janeiro, September 13, 1897. 

Sir : I have the honor to transmit the report for the week ended Sep- 
tember 11, 1897 : 

There were 3 deaths from accesso pernicioso, a decrease of 2 ; 1 from 
yellow fever, none in the foregoing week ; 4 from beriberi, an increase 
of 2 ; 1 from enteric fever, the same as in the foregoing week ; 1 from 
whooping cough, none in the foregoing week ; none from measles, 2 in 
the previous week ; 33 from tuberculosis, a decrease of 22, and 213 from 
all causes, a decrease of 55. The health of the port continues very 
good, there having been no contagious diseases amongst the shipping 
during the week. 

Beriberi. — A telegram states that at the sanitary station in Itaparica, 
in Bahia, there are many sick of this disease. 

Yellow fever germ. — Inclosed is a clipping from the Jornal do Com- 
mercio of the 10th, which is an article from Dr. I. M. de Padua e 
Castro on this subject, which may be taken as supplemental to Dr. 
Sanarelli's work.
